The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
None of the prior art made of record includes a toothbrush having a first part with 
left and right halves, each of the halves having a tuft end and a handle end and having 
a longitudinal axis running from the tuft end to the handle end and a width running 
perpendicular to said longitudinal axis; each tuft end having a row of tufts running 
parallel to the longitudinal axis, each of the halves having a means to allow the halves 
to pivot in relation to one another so that when the halves are pivoted, a set of two 
parallel rows of tufts will be formed, a set of male and female interlocking portions are in 
connection with each halve so that said halves may be connected by use of the male 
and female interlocking portions, a second part having a handle end and a tuft end and 
having a longitudinal axis running from the tuft end to the handle end, the second part 
having a row of tufts at the tuft end and running parallel to the longitudinal axis of the 
second part, the second part having one set of male interlocking portions and a set of 
female interlocking portions, so that when the interlocking portions of the second part 
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are joined to those interlocking portions of the first part a set of three parallel rows of 
tufts will be formed. 

USPN D322,893 to Kihara discloses a foldable toothbrush that has at least three 
parallel rows of tufts, however does not disclose a first part of left and right halves with 
male and female interlocking portions and a second part with male and female 
interlocking portions. 

USPN 5,673,454 to Quintanilla et al. disclose parts which have "left and right 
halves", however these halves are not joined and do not have means to pivot in relation 
to one another so that parallel rows of tufts are formed.
